Israeli troops 
open fire on 
protesting Arabs 


JER U SA LEM (U P I) — Israeli troops 
in two towns on the occupied West Bank 
of Jordan opened fire today to break up 
crowds of rock-throwing Arabs 
demonstrating for the third day against a 
mass march to claim the territory for 
Jewish settlement 
Soldiers swinging batons also broke up 
a demonstration of girl and boy high 
school students outside the walled old 
city of Jerusalem 
Military sources said the Israel troops 
wounded two Arabs in Nablus, one 
severely, and made a number of arrests 
after firing in the air in Tulkarm, where 
demonstrators blocked roads with burn­ 
ing tires, hoisted Palestine Liberation 
Organization flags and threw stones 
Witnesses said the girls in the crowd 
near Herod’s Gate leading to Old 
Jerusalem joined in the stone-throwing 
and waved wreaths in memory of three 
Arabs who died in earlier rioting on the 
West Bank 
They broke windows of a police car 
and a number of policemen were hurt, 
none seriously 


Police dispersed the youths in less than 
hour and tourist traffic resumed through 
the gate leading to the Holy Sepulchre 
and other Christian. Moslem and Jewish 
holy sites in the Old City 
Moscone 
proposes 
truce 


SAN FRANCISCO (U H ) 
- Mayor 
George Moscone today proposed a 48- 
hour truce in the 21-day strike of craft 
union workers in hopes it might bring a 
resumption of negotiations now at a dead 
standstill 
The mayor said public opinion is “ IOO 
per cent in opposition to the strikers *’ 
The only thing that could make negotia­ 
tion possible, he said, would be a 
demonstration by the unions that they 
an* concerned about the public 
W e are not asking them to go back to 
work forever,'’ Moscone told newsmen 
“ Perhaps a 4B-hour period would bring a 
lessening of public resentment against 
the strikers and negotiations could go 
on " 
MuMfSHtc said (he issues in the strike 
now are not so much “ that the city can't 
afford a settlement 
quite frankly we 
have saved a lot of money in the strike " 
He said the issue now is “ who is going to 
run the city*™ 
the elected represen­ 
tatives of the [>eople or the union leaders 
He said if the union leaders insist on 
bringing the citv to its knees on the 
picket line he could not see any light at 
the end of the tunnel" in the dispute 
The unions made their first appeal to 
the public by publishing an advertise­ 
ment in the San Francisco Chronicle say­ 
ing the\ are ready for ' intensive, good- 
faith 
around-the-clock 
negotiations" 
and charging that the city government 
has ducked its responsibility " 
The unions, representing 1.700 
workers discontinued picketing school 
buses th** Opera House and a hospital 
Monday but tried today to halt suburban 
buses arriving from East Bay cities 
Several picket*, were subdued with mace 
bs state police when thin blocked buses 
at the East Bay Terminal 
Bus service was not interrupted, and 
ilk* pickets left after the brief fracas 
Mass picketing was also resumed in 
front of the City Hall. with about 150 
noisy pickets jeering persons entering 
the building Police kept the entrance 
clear and there was no violence

bar filming of Israeli troops breaking up 
demonstrations 
Soldiers in the main square of Nablus, 
the largest town on the occupied West 
Bank, beat up a young Arab boy involved 
in the demonstration, tossing him uncon­ 
scious into the back of an army truck as 
women screamed in terror, Alexander 
said 
Troops also broke up a rock-throwing 
demonstration in Tulkarem, the fifth 
largest West Bank town, detaining 
dozens of protesters and placing the set­ 
tlement under curfew 
The demonstrations marked the third 
consecutive day of unrest sparked by a 
march to Jericho by 20,000 Jews that 
ended Monday with leaders calling on 
the government to open the occupied 
territories to Israeli settlement. 
Military sources said a soldier and two 
border patrol troops were injured at 
Jerusalem s Flower Gate when security 
forces moved in to disperse some 200 
high school-aged girls 
The girls, waving wreaths in memory 
of Arabs who died during West Bank dis­ 
turbances prior to municipal elections 
there April 12, set fire to tires and 
pitched stones at soldiers for more than 
half an hour before authorities broke up 
the protest 
None of the demonstrators was in­ 
jured, but police took some of the girls 
into custody 
Arab leaders protesting the march to 
Jericho sent cables to Israeli Defense 
Minister Shimon Peres and U N 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, say­ 
ing they could not tolerate further such 
provocations 
In an interview in the newspaper Al 
Hamishmar, Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said Israel could negotiate a final 
peace settlement with Jordan involving 
territorial concessions on the West Bank, 
but had to hold general elections before 
signing it 
Commuters 
paralyzed 
in Japan 


TOKYO (U P Ii — More than 500.000 
Japanese railway workers launched a 
three-day strike today, paralyzing ser­ 
vice for 17 million commuters, snarling 
traffic and throwing the nation's busines­ 
ses into turmoil. 
The Ministry of Transportation said 
the strike disrupted the normal lives of 
about 17 million city dwellers across the 
country who use trains to get to work or 
school 
Traffic clogged Tokyo’s streets as 
commuters scrambled to find alternate 
ways to get to their jobs Companies 
hired taxis, buses and even trucks to 
carry their employes 
I*arge corporations sent their ex­ 
ecutives to hotels for the duration of the 
strike snapping up every available room 
in the Japanese capital Tens of thou­ 
sands of lower level wage earners 
camped out on office doors or desks 
Some department stores and other 
large retailers closed down in Japan s 
major cities their trade at a standstill 
without train service to bring in 
customers 
Some 280.000 employes of the 
government controlled 
Japan National 
Railways and about 230 OOO workers 
from private rail firms struck after the 
employes union rejected a 5 78 per cent 
wage hike offered by the government 
In most large cities, municipal bus 
drivers added to the confusion by staging 
a sympathy walkout for three hours at 
the peak of this morning s rush hour

Lebanon cease-fire fails; 
leftists report massacre 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U P I) - Joint 
Syrian-Lebanese-Palestmian efforts to 
enforce a new cease-fire in Lebanon's 
civil war met with little success today 
and fighting raged long after the truce 
deadline Leftists reported a massacre 
of Moslems by Christians 
About HO persons died in the past 24 
hours with nearly 200 wounded and the 
truce that was to have taken effect at 
midnight Monday showed little sign of 
taking hold 
One of those killed Monday was Amin 
Joseph Aswad, grandson of the right 
wing Phalangist party chief Pierre 
Gemayel .Gemavel and other Phalangist 
leaders attended his funeral today 
Leftist newspapers added to the ten­ 
sion with reports of a massacre of 
Moslems in the Christian suburb of Furn 
E l Chebaak The reports on the number 
of persons killed varied between 12 and 
96 
Spokesman 
for rightist Christian 
militias denied knowledge of the killings 
which leftists said occurred when a 
group of Shute Moslems tried to pass 
into western Beirut to head for their 
homes in south Lebanon 
Parliamentary Speaker Kamel Assad, 
himself a Shute, condemned the alleged 
massacre and said a "grand conspiracy" 
was aimed at the entire Arab cause 
The funeral, and continued shooting 
along the “ green line dividing western 
and eastern Beirut delayed the start of a 
meeting of the joint militarv committee 
The committee finally conferred for two 
hours and issued a statement empha­ 
sizing earlier resolutions to forcibly 
deter any faction continuing military 
operations 
Shooting flared in the rubble-strewn 
streets of th*1 downtown area with 


rockets and mortars crashing into Riad 
Solh square the heart of the banking dis­ 
trict. 
A building near the city’s main post of­ 
fice caught fire sending a huge column of 
smoke over the area Snipers prevented 
firemen from reaching the blaze 


Gunmen swapped machinegun fire 
around the port area, and sporadic 
clashes erupted day-long between rival 
militias in the outer suburbs 


Despite the joint committee’s plans 
for security patrols to police the cease­ 
fire only the rule of the gun applied in 
the streets of the city. 
Several motorists were forced out of 
cars by rifle-carrying-thugs who simply 


drove the autos away unmolested No 
policemen were in sight anywhere in the 
city. 
Shooting flared in the battered down­ 
town commercial sector and a rocket ex­ 
plosion set fire to the building housing 
the Bank of America and the Banque 
de Industrie et du Travail. Clouds of 
smoke covered the area centered around 
the city’s main post office 
Fire Monday gutted the headquarters 
of the Internal Security Forces, along 
the "green line ” Most of the files had 
been burned or removed by officials two 
weeks ago during another period of 
fighting 
In an effort to make the cease-fire take 
hold, the leftist-Palestinian allianc e said 


it had agreed to use all methods to deter 
truce violations 
The leftists also announced a decision 
to “ execute persons committing in­ 
dividual or sectarian crimes “ 
The leftists have previously promised 
summary justice within their own ranks 
and the latest statement reiterated this 
threat, political sources said 
Earlier. Syrian. Lebanese and Palesti­ 
nian representatives reached agreement 
on five main points to enforce the cease­ 
fire

have information indicating auto plants 
do not have the stockpiles of tires they 
claim 
The current master contract with 
I niroyal. B F Goodrich, Goodyear and 
Firestone covers 70 000 workers at 47 
plants throughout the country 


School district may get better 
early childhood education rating

Lompoc Unified School District ! 
director of curriculum sayf a state of­ 
ficial has agreed to upgrade the rating 
given the district s Early Childhood 
Education program upon submission of 
more financial data 
The revelation came yesterday from 
Robert Thompson and on the heels of in­ 
formation from the state showing the 
district s ECK program was rated in the 
17th percentile, or in the 601st place out 
of 823 school districts competing for 
monies to expand their EL E programs 


The Lompoc Valley district in­ 
augurated the KCE program at Los 
Padres School in the 1973-74 fiscal year, 
expanded the program to El Camino 
School the following year and finally to 
Fillmore School Additional funds have 
been provided for expansion of the KCE 
program into Los Berros School in the 
fall 


Thompson and Assistant Supt 
Mel 
Wilde had hoped for funds to include 
another school in the program As en­ 
visaged by state school chief Wilson 
Rile* Uw E l E prugram wUJ eventually 


be applied to all kindergarten to sixth 
grade students in the state However the 
legislature has funded the program for 
the K-3 students only and in only a few 
schools in each district on a competitive 
basis 
Thompson said today that state educa­ 
tion department official Dwight Lang 
had assured him that the local district 
would be given some additional plus 
points under certain conditions 
Thompson said the district has been 
asked to show a breakout of expenditures 
by school for the EC E program 
In 
previous accounting 
the district has 
lumped the expenditures for all schools 
Thompson said A few more points in the 
fiscal category could well raise the 
school sufficiently to qualify the district 
for more funding he said 
Al the same time 
Thompson and 
Wilde professed surprise at the final 
evaluation by the state Initial word that 
the evaluation was low came from Jud\ 
Neil sen a private citizen and parent, 
who questioned the school board at a 
meeting on April 13 
The challenge 
spurred the school board to order a com 
pleie review of the EC E evaluation 
Wilde said he would have a review 


ready for submission next month He 
said the evaluation report arrived in his 
office from the state onlv hours before 
Mrs Neilscn I presents!i<rn and too late 
for him to assimilate all the details 
Thompson and W side said thev were 
disappointed in the evaluation processes 
that had deal!

program a low score Both officials said 
thev had been led to understand the 
program was doing well because of 
previous evaluations bv the state 
Thompson said both Los Padres and 
El ( ammo schools had fared well in the

Brown told repor­ 
ters “ Unless you are willing to 
put some controls on that (the 
economy ) then you are always 
going to consign millions of peo­ 
ple to unemployment ” 


He suggested that the way to 
full employment in the country 
would be creation of a “ volun­ 
tary service corps” to “ give 
young people a chance to find 
jo b s.”

DIRECT MAIL - TMK SILEN T SALESMAN 


Headers of this column may be surprised to see favorable 
comments made by me about an advertising medium other 
than newspaper. Admittedly, I am critical of others, and 
this is based on many years of experience, but I try to be 
fair with my comments, telling the good as well as the bad 
side, wherever I feel it will be helpful to the advertising 
business owner. The whole idea being that, if you can 
benefit from what I have experienced, and the telling of it, 
then you will direct your advertising efforts into the most 
productive channels . . . get more return for your money! 


I can honestly say that direct mail, and I use the term 
broadly, can go hand in hand and prove to be worthy of its 
cost, when incorporated with newspaper advertising as a 
supplement or followup. This is not to say that I 
recommend “blanket mailings” to “boxholder" 
and 
“occupant." The latter form of direct mail approach has 
been, 
like tv, 
radio and outdoor advertising, 
so 
overworked that it no longer carries the impact that the 
advertiser must have to be able to afford it. 


In a survey conducted for the Direct Mail Advertising 
Association by the A.C. Nielsen Co., (the same people that 
rate television programs), these were the attitudes that 
prevailed toward direct mail: 22% of those interviewed 
liked it, while 11% said their attitude depended on the 
item being offered. 34% don't care about it one way or 
another, 28% disliked it, and 5% did not receive it. Now, 
as to readership probability among the group: 75% said 
they do open direct mailing pieces they receive, and 30% 
read them fairly thoroughly. 45% open and just glance at 
them. 20% said they always threw away mailed 
advertising unopened, and 5% did not receive any. On 
whether they responded to mailed offers the figures were, 
57% said they purchased items in response to mailing 
pieces received; 7% said frequently, 24% occasionally and 
28% rarely! And, 38% said they never purchase from 
mailed offers! 5% of this group still said they weren't 
receiving any mail. 


Direct mail, as an advertising medium, ranks third in 
size, coming in line right behind the all time leader — 
newspapers — and the Johnny-come lately we call 
unaffectionately the “boob tube." Estimated annual 
expenditures for direct mail advertising puts it at well over 
$4 billion! About I million jobs are provided by direct mail 
advertising effort over the nation, all categories including 
everything from printers to mail carriers. The National 
Association of Letter Carriers says that one out of four 
postal workers depends on direct mail volume for his job. 


Going back for another look at the percentages, if 26% of 
the people purchase in response to mailed offers only 
"rarely," and 38% never purchase in this manner, and 5% 
of the mail goes astray, this means that 69 people out of IOO 
are not going to give much thought to your direct mail 
advertising, when they receive it without requesting it. 
This leaves you with 31 people out of IOO to work on.” but 
with the constantly rising costs of paper, printing and 
labor, and the skyrocketing cost of postage, that’s a pretty 
slim margin of prospects to depend on to pay those mailing 
costs and show a profit too! 
Earlier I committed myself to a favorable comment 
about this direct mail medium. Here it is: that portion of 
mail useage in advertising, which is usually called “mailed 
response," where a prospect clips a coupon from your 
newspaper advertisement, mails it to you with a request 
for further information or a check for a product offered . .. 
and you, in turn, ship the product to that buyer . . . this is 
definitely a worthwhile use of mail/advertising. Some may 
think this is splitting hairs . . . to classify this type of 
selling in direct mail. Those who prefer can refer to this 
action as "selling by mail,” but my point is that it is in the 
doing business by mad category, and it is very productive. 
Most products and services can be adapted to utilize some 
sort of mail response to generate buying interest and 
action on the part of people reading newspaper ads. And, 
when this it done properly, the resulting sales can be a big 
bonus that the advertiser might not otherwise receive.

it,” said Fultz after winning the 80th an­ 
nual race in the slow time of 2 20 19 ‘‘I 
decided I couldn't show him how tired I 
was so I ran a little faster 
“ Once I took the lead I had to con­ 
centrate to keep the same pace If I ran 
too fast, I might have made my leg 
cramps worse and not be able to finish 
and. if I went too slow someone might 
have caught me ” 
No one came close Mexico’s Mario 
Cuevas was second in 2 21 13. which was 
54 seconds behind Fultz Puerto Rico's 
Jose Dejesus was third in 2 22 IO to lead 
the Hanhlas “ A” squad to its second 


straight team title. 
The winning time was more than ll 
minutes slower than the 2 09 55 record 
set in 1975 by Bill Rodgers of suburban 
Melrose Rodgers, who passed up the 
event to run May 22 in the U S Olympic 
trials at Eugene, Ore., said Fultz ran a 
great race 
"When I saw how hot it was in 
Hopkinton (the suburb where the race 
began >, I thought the winning time would 
he about 2 25.”

C H ARLESTO N . W Va 
(U PI) — Republican Gov 
Arch Moore, one of West 
Virginia’s most popular 
chief executives, is at the 
crossroads of a political 
career that spans 20 years, 
From the time he was first 
elected to Congress in 1956 
he had met the enemy and 
gained the victory.

Ryon Park

Along with every decent 
citizen of this community, we 
are heartened over the recent 
action of the city’s Parks and 
Recreation Commission to 
finally gain some control over 
Rvon Park for the benefit of 
all citizens. 


The conduct in the parking 
lot of Ryon Park, particularly 
in the evening hours, has been 
a total disgrace to the com­ 
munity. Raucous noise, bloody 
fights, strewn litter, excessive 
drinking — all such actions 
have been witnessed constant­ 
ly for too long a time without 
something being done. 


We do not consider, in any 
way, the actions taken by the 
commission on recommenda­ 
tion of Police Chief James D. 


Smith to be drastic or to the 
detriment of any citizen. We 
are hopeful that all of the 
chief s recommendations will 
be implemented — speed 
bumps in the parking lot, per­ 
manent installation of chains 
at the northeast entrance to 
the parking lot, closing all 
public parks at 9 p.m. except 
for special occasions, installa­ 
tion of mercury vapor lights, 
lowering the curfew hour to IO 
p.m. on weekdays and I a m. 
on weekends and establishing 
police foot patrols on weekend 
evenings. 
The decent citizen who 
wishes to enjoy the park will 
not find trouble living with any 
such park control measures. 
Those destined for rowdiness 
will, for sure.

Howard Hughes' 


final days 


WASHINGTON — From the tight, 
secretive, little circle around the late 
Howard Hughes, we have been given a 
description of his final years as a 
penthouse hermit 


I nil I now no member of the inner cir­ 
cle has broken the absolute silence he 
imposed on them 
The circumstances 
surrounding his death, 
however, have per­ 
suaded a few to speak 
reluctantly about life 
rn Hughes’ inner sanc­ 
tum They agreed to 
talk to us on condition 
that we not identify 
them. 
The nation s richest 
c itizen died the death 
of 
a 
pauper 
— 
emaciated, shriveled, 
dehydrated, with bed 
sores and a bleeding 
tumor Dr Victor Manuel Montemayor 
Martinez, who was called in to ad­ 
minister to Hughes, concluded; “ The 
patient had been seriously neglected.” 
A strikingly similar description of 
Hughes was submitted to the sheriff 's of­ 
fice by Dr Harold I. Feikes shortly 
after the billionaire vanished from Las 
Vegas more than five years ago Other 
witnesses have described Hughes as a 
wasted invalid, with unkempt, straggly 
hair and whiskers 
Customs inspector Harold Sawyer. 
who boarded Hughes’ chartered plane in 
December 1972. told us the recluse had 
collar-length hair, a full beard and a 
black hat pulled down over his head He 
spoke in a muffled voice 
Vet we spoke to half a dozen other 
witness*^ who have seen Hughes during 
th*- past six years They described him as 
a tall, thin distinguished man with a 
neatly trimmed Van Dyke beard They 
said he was cordial, alert, even 
talkative, with an uncanny memory of 
past details 


We have concluded there were two 
Howard Hughes, either the same man in 
different states, or two different 
person 
Significantly, we discovered 
that in the 1960s a movie actor named 
Brooks Randall had been hired oc­ 
casionally to impersonate Hughes 
The billionaire s intimates now tell us 
that the two conflicting descriptions fit 
the real Howard Hughes at different 
periods He had a barber on 24-hour call;

sometimes he would submit to regular 
haircuts and have his beard trimmed 
into a neat Van Dyke But other times, 
he refused to let the barber near him for 
prolonged spells. 
Hughes began to behave strangely in 
the early 1960s when he still lived in Bel 
Aire, Calif. He developed a hysterical 
fear of microbes Sometimes, he would 
call his doctor half a dozen times a day to 
complain about his health 
But when the doctor arrived to ex­ 
amine Hughes, the'eccentric billionaire 
sometimes wouldn't allow the doctor to 
touch him. From across the bedroom. 
Hughes would ask questions and have the 
physician write down the answers 
Hughes was so afraid of germs that he 
wouldn't allow his doctor to open his 
mouth to give verbal answers in his 
presence 
The aides who attended Hughes 
received huge salaries, as much as 
$75 OOO a year, to cater to his whims He 
liked to be babied, and they pampered 
him outrageously, they tell us 
When he chose not to eat, they didn’t 
press him When he was ready to eat, 
they would make sure his favorite 
cookies and beef stroganoff were 
prepared to his exact specifications 
His body became stiff and brittle from 
living in a confined space The aides 
urged him to move around until a hip in­ 
jury in London four years ago kept him 
largely bedridden for the rest of his life 
Aides erected a special antennae in the 
Bahamas so Hughes could watch U S 
television on a large screen A Hughes 
plane would also fly as many as two 
dozen movies to his retreats each week 
Sometimes he would watch movies for 18 
hours at a time. viewing them from the 
perspective of a Hollywood producer 
director one intimate told us 
In the adjoining room, his aides could 
hear the reverberating sounds of the 
recluse s favorite Westerns The volume 
was always high because he was hard of 
hearing 
The “ Old Man," as his aides called 
Hughes regarded them as his adopted 
family W hen it came their turn to leave 
him for a week to visit their own 
families, he would invent excuses to 
keep them near him One member of his 
circle complained that he had missed the 
graduation of all of his children because 
of hts devotion to the Old Man 
They were times that Hughes seemed 
to want to come out of his self-imposed 
exile He walked into the lobby of Van­ 
couver's Bayshore Inn under his own 
power, for example pausing only to tie 
the drawstring on his pajama bottom 
T V hotel guests and a Japanese window 
washer dido t seem to notice him 
For a time Hughes enjoyed staring 
across his balcony to watch the planes at 
a nearby airport But an aide suggested 
that an enterprising photographer with a 
telephoto lens might be able to snap a 
picture of Hughes from another building 
The curtains were drawn, ami Hughes 
never again looked out of his window 
W by did hts devoted aides neglect him 
in the end The only explanation they can 
offer is that they were strictly obedient 
When V issued instructions not to send 
him to a hospital, it didn t occur to them 
to disregard the instructions when he 
lapsed into his periodic stupors Perhaps 
the wily real decision they ever made, 
one insider conceded, was to fly the dy­ 
ing Hughes back to the U S 
In a way, Hughes may have ordered 
his own death by not allowing his closest 
aides to help him But U S authorities 
aren't satisfied with this explanation 
They want to know whether the quirky 
Hughes was competent to run his $2 
billion empire, why a guardian wasn t 
appointed and who made the 
multimillion-dollar financial decisions

But this upsurge in the auto industry 
has touched “ the Motor Town’’ little, if 
at all One reason of course is that the 
industry 
with the exception of 
Chrysler 
is widely dispersed in other 
parts of the country and what was once 
the center of the machine that tran­ 
sformed the world is todav no more than 
a symbol 
The unemployment rate here is put to­ 
day at 20 per cent But there is good 
reason to believe that, as with 
nationwide unemployment figures this 
is, a gross underestimate Persons who 
should knoW put tile tfVmplovment rate 
in the cifv s black ghetto at 40 |**r cent or 
more And this includes not only youths 
hut individuals of all ages 
Here is the fundamental contradiction 
of this strange ole* lion year 
All the 
economic indicators are slowly rising 
The employed, the affluent, are buying 
new cars and, in a larger proportion, 
bigger cars At the sam*- time, the great 
mass ol the unemployed remains little 
changed Th*- total of 8 million mon* or 
less d*>es not include those who have 
long sine*** given up kinking for jobs Thev 
are as someone has well put it the* in­ 
visible men and women who have been 
screened off from vie*w by th*- affluent 
majority 
This is what the candidates will eon 
front in acute form 
the fundamental 
contradiction between th** well-otf who 
fear metre inflation and the* jobless who 
believe th** government must be* the 
employer of last resort 
Busing was th*- big issue in 1972 and it 
gave George Wallace* th** state Much of 
his strength came from the men on Un- 
assembly line and in the auto parts 
plants around Michigan 
While the* United Auto Workers steered 
clear of any t*ommitrnent, I AW men 
liked Wallace s denunciation elf pointy- 
headed intellectuals who were running 
Washington 
A knowledgeable guess is that much of 
the Wallace strength will go this time to 
Jim m y Carter 
He is a moderate 
Southerner and that background appeals 
to men and women whee cam* out of the 
South in the great rush of the war 
Moreover t arter has shown the appeal 


he has for the blacks 
As Morris Udall has discovered, full 
employment with jobs created by the 
government has only slight pulling 
power It should work in this state where 
the I AW is out after a new contrac t with 
greatly increased fringe benefits and the 
Teamsters won hefty wage boosts after a 
short strike 
But gains by labor raise the bogey of 
inflation and this scares off the conser­ 
vatives and moderates The comfortable 
assumption of well off Detroiters is that 
the built in cushions of unemployment 
insurance and welfare will work against 
violence 
In July 1967 large sections of the city 
were flumed and much of this burnt out 
area has not been rebuilt. The ex- 
perience was shattering not only to the 
cifv it*j»*!f but to the outlying suburbs to 


which a large portion of whites had 
moved 
The cushions may work even as large 
numbers go of I unemployment insurant*** 
and pensions from industry and go on 
welfare but the transition is not an easy 
one and it seems to relegate the in 
dividual to a permanent status outside 
the system 
Those with some knowledge believe 
the coming summer will bo a severe test 
tor tile patience of th** dispossessed Irv­ 
ing to make a welfare check cover the 
cost of living which is still high with food 
prices likely to continue to rise 
This is a state with as many variations 
as any in the union Detroit's city center 
is as remote from the upper peninsula as 
though they were on different planets 
The presidential candidates here face a 
truly formidable task 
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Trustees must decide 


Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District face a decision early in May on 
the question of what organizations will 
be designated exclusive bargaining 
agents for the two classes of employes: 
certificated and classified or non­ 
teaching personnel 
Anything that can't be resolved at the 
local M e l Will dropv 
into the lap of Hie 
state's new Education 
Employe 
Relations 
Board (K E R B ) 
Two organizations 
have filed to represent 
certificated 
person­ 
nel 
Lompoc Educa­ 
tion Association and 
Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers, while the 
C aliforn ia 
School 
Employe Association 
(CSEAI has no com­ 
petition in its bid to represent the clas­ 
sified workers 
All three organizations fil'*d on April I 
for the right to be named exclusive 
bargaining representatives under the 
state's new and first collective bargain­ 
ing law for school employes. Asst Supt 
Alice Milligan said Monday that her of­ 
fice had posted notice of those filings on 
April 7 and the board had 15 working 
days after that date to take some action 
on the question 
Milligan said she was not at liberty to 
say how many of the district’s approx­ 
imate 540 certificated personnel the two 
rival organizations had claimed, but she 
agreed with this reporter that each of 
them would have had to claim at least 50 
per cent plus one member to justify fil­ 
ing 
With the CSEA the problem is 
simpler, although one source at the 
administrative level has said the school 
board might call for an election for clas­ 
sified employes anyway on the chance 
that enough of ‘hem would vote for no un­ 
ion representation at all 
For LEA and LFT, the stakes are high 
Berry’s World 
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If the decision of the board designating 
one or the other the exclusive bargaining 
representative is challenged, the issue 
could wind up in the lap of EEHH. That 
would prolong the process and make it 
difficult for an early conclusion to salary 
negotiations As it is the negotiations 
cannot begin until July I anyway. That’s 
whefi the decade-old Winton Act dies and 
the1 new collective bargaining law 
becomes fully effective July I is also the 
start of the 1976-’77 fiscal year and with 
it the beginning of a new budget. It 
wouldn’t matter so much to certificated 
personnel, because most teachers don't 
work in the summer anyway, but for 
classified personnel, each day they work 
without a contract after the magic July I 
date, means lost wages. It is also a time- 
honored understanding that salary 
agreements cannot be retroactive Last 
year, classified personnel lost a couple of 
months salary increases because they 
held out for more money until the start 
of the school session in September. 
There are a lot of imponderables For 
example, will all employes, particularly 
teachers, eventually be required to pay 
dues of a sort to the exclusive bargaining 
representative regardless of which of the 
two competing organizations they hap­ 
pen to belong lo? If that were to happen. 
it would he hard for the second place 
organization to survive. 
There is also the question of just how 
fast E E R B can act If there's a log jam 
of requests for rulings it could be well 
into the summer before decisions are 
made Meanwhile, ifs anybody's guess 
at the moment what would happen on 
salary negotiations if there’s an impasse 
on the designation of an exclusive 
bargaining agent 
In the view of some observers, it may 
be a long spring and an uncertain sum­ 
mer,
